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Recreation center, shelter plans moving forward

Wind, rain, and inclement 
conditions may have stalled con¬ 
struction of the Romulus 
Recreation Center temporarily, 
but work on the structure is now 
moving full-steam ahead. 

Mayor Alan Lambert said sig¬ 
nificant progress has been made 
at the site during the past three 
weeks, and that the project is on- 


target for spring 2007 opening. 

“Workers have been at the site 
working hard on a constant 
basis,” he said. “Fbr a while, the 
weather didn’t cooperate, and 
some other unforeseen things - 
like water under the building - 
had to be dealt with. But it’s mov¬ 
ing along quickly now.” 

The basic structure of the 
facility is now up, and workers 
are getting ready to place win¬ 
dows in the facility, Lambert said. 


“They’re working like crazy; 
they want to get that thing 
encased before winter,” he said. 

The long-anticipated recre¬ 
ation center is under construc¬ 
tion at Wayne and Northline 
roads. The city Tax Increment 
Financing Authority (TIFA) pur¬ 
chased the facility and the prop¬ 
erty for $1.9 million from the 
Overhead Crane Co. in 2005. 

Since then, the city has 
worked with architects and con¬ 


tractors to convert the industrial 
space into state-of-the-art facility. 

Initially, the city was hoping 
for a spring 2006 opening, but too 
much had to be done at the site. 
Once completed, the complex 
will cover an 11-acre parcel of 
land and include outside facili¬ 
ties, according to the current 
plan. The building is being 
expanded from 40,000 square

Turning off unnecessary lights. 

Dialing down the thermostat 

Improving the quality of weather-stripping 
on interior doors. Making sure precious warm 
air is not escaping through windows. Ensuring 
that walls are properly insulated from the ele¬ 
ments 

Those are just a few problems that the 
Romulus School District has looked as part of 
an energy saving plan aimed at saving some¬ 
thing else: money. 

Superintendent of Schools Carl Weiss said 
energy costs - which have skyrocketed during 
the past few years - represent one of the small 
ways districts can cut costs. The hope is that by 
instituting a new energy policy, money will be 
saved that can then be allocated for instruction. 

“I think it’s a good thing to do,” he said. “It’s 
never a bad idea to have an outside party come 
in and evaluate what we’re doing. Every now 
and then we should try to learn more about 


what we’re doing about energy, and we can do 
things a little differently.” 

The adoption of the new energy policy is 
one of many areas that is imder scrutiny as dis¬ 
tricts are forced to leave no stone unturned 
when it comes to costs. 

Weiss said paying attention to energy costs 
will help the district maintain fiscal equilibri¬ 
um, even though it represents a nickel-and- 
dime approach to solving fiscal issues. 

“It’s indicative of the way things are,” he 
said. 

The energy plan was first debated last 
spring when board members agreed to have a 
comprehensive audit performed at the school 
buildings. The results of that analysis were out¬ 
lined in a report that indicated the schools 
needed to better measure energy consumption 
by controlling gratuitous use of energy systems 
like heat and moisture build-up 

School principals were given responsibility 
to manage the use of energy to make sure his or 
her building complies with the conservation 
guidelines.

The Romulus Community 
School District could get more 
than $1 million if the school 
funding initiative Proposal 5 is 
approved by voters Nov. 7. 

Schools Superintendent 
Carl Weiss said the proposal 
would be a shot in the arm for 
the struggling district, which 
was forced to lay off staff to pre¬ 
serve educational programs 
earlier this year 

“We didn’t budget for it,” he 
said. “It would not be a smart 
thing to budget for something 
that’s up for election. But the 
extra dollars would help a

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On a day-to-day basis, custodians will be 
required to ensure systems are running to 
maintain compliance with the policy. 

Energy costs, among other necessary expen¬ 
ditures, have gone up, and have eaten up state 
funding increases. Though no big problems 
were discovered at the buildings, the cost 
increases have stymied efforts to get more 
development dollars into the classroom. 
District officials have blamed the cost increas¬ 
es for debt incurred by the schools. 

Since 2001, the cost for natural gas alone has 
nearly tripled, according to the Michigan 
Public Service Commission. The reasons for 
the increases include the lack of regulation in 
the highly-competitive national marketplace, 
soaring fuel prices, hurricanes and other 
inclement weather conditions in the Gulf Coast 
region 

Romulus saw several increases this year 
that prompted the school board to look at inno¬ 
vative ways to save money. According to district 
figures, the schools are paying $40 more per 
student for utilities.

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Van Buren suspends residential permit requests

Van Buren Township won’t see 
any new requests for Planned 
Residential Developments (PRDs) 
anytime soon. Officials decided to 
put a hold on site plans for about 
six months. 

Township trustees approved a 
request last week to suspend the 
applications for 182 days to review 
the standards and criteria for the 
benefits of the ordinance, accord¬ 
ing to Bryce Kelley, planning and 
economic director for the town¬ 
ship. 

“We did this in 1998-99 and 
work got done. It was valuable, 
beneficial and productive,” he 
said. “I hope this will be the 
same.” 

Kelley said this doesn’t come as 
a surprise because during the past 
18 months, there has been steadily 
growing concern and comments 
about the regulation. To some, the 
PRD conflicts with the values and 
goals of the township. The plan 
during this suspension is to define 
and re-define the goals of the ordi¬ 
nance, he said. 

Other specifics include the 
need to protect the township 
semi-rural characteristics, history 
and future and endure careful 
and managed growth. Prioritizing 
land use strategies and zoning reg¬ 
ulations and improving the lan¬ 
guage of the ordinance will also 
be considered, officials said. 

In the last few years, the town¬ 
ship has experienced unprece¬ 


dented growth with numerous 
developments either approved or 
in the development process with 
site plan reviews, applications for 
rezoning and lot splits. There’s 
also a substantia] inventory of res¬ 
idential dwelling units and vacant 
residential lots in projects that are 
approved, pending approval or in 
the early stages of development 
There is no urgent need to 
approve additional housing devel¬ 
opment, officials said. 

According to estimates by the 
Southeast Michigan Council of 
Government (SEMCOG), the town- 
ship now exceeds 28,000 resi¬ 
dents.

“This is something that’s need¬ 
ed and it’s time at this point we 
consider it,” said Supervisor 
Cindy King. 

“I appreciate the opportunity 
to look at this because the PRD 


has good intentions,” said Trustee 
Lianne Clair 

Van Buren Township has also 
experienced an influx of several 
industrial and commercial devel¬ 
opments, too. 

Trustee Jeff Jahr said the PRD 
oixlinance has been a concern of 
his for quite some time. He said 
that there aren’t safeguards in the 
ordinance that are provided in the 
regular zoning ordinance. 

“My thoughts are that the 
threshold is not high enough and 
that these PRDs are not being 
looked at close enough,” he said. 
“I think it can be a useful tool if 
it’s applied correctly.” 

Jahr said density is also major 
concern included in this ordi¬ 
nance. 

“Most of our developments 
seem to be coming through as 
PRDs and this should be used to 


promote superior developments. I 
have the hope that all develop¬ 
ments coming into the community 
are that, but a PRD should have 
something that sets them apart” 
The suspension will not affect 
plans already adopted by the 
township. There are 11 projects 
already approved and under con¬ 
struction including: Arlene Arbors 
on Savage Road, Bedford Cove 
and Cobblestone Creek on West 


Huron River Drive, Cobblestone 
Ridge on West Huron River Drive 
and Hoeft Roads, Country Walk 
on Savage and Martinsville roads, 
Lakewood Pines on Hull and 
Martinsville roads, Pine Creek on 
West Huron River Drive, Smith 
Farm on Michigan Avenue and 
Denton Road, Steeplechase on 
Bog Road, Victoria Park on 
Ecorse and Morton Taylor roads 
and Winter Park on Savage Road.

The new senior services center 
welcomed a new face last week. 

Carole Elder, a former senior 
services coordinator for Lincoln 
Park, took the helm of Romulus 
Senior Services after the retire¬ 
ment of Linda Norman, who held 
that spot for several years. 

Elder, 36, said she’s excited 
about this new opportunity. 

“This is a directorship, which is 
a little bit different than what I 
had over in Lincoln Park,” she 
said. “It’s sort of sad to leave 
where you are - I learned a lot 
there - but this came along at the 
right time. Hopefully, we (Elder 
and the seniors) can grow together 
and have a long relationship.” 

Senior Services - which is 
housed at a new facility on 


Bibbens Road and Olive Street - 
went without a dedicated home 
until construction was complete at 
the facility. Elder’s responsibilities 
will include the day-to-day opera¬ 
tion of the facility, creating new 
recreational and artistic programs 
for seniors, overseeing a staff of 15 
full- and part-time employees and 
a group of 12 volunteers. 

Also coordinated through 
Seniors Services are the city 
Meals on Wheels program, a trans¬ 
portation program for seniors who 
can no longer drive, and several 
health fairs and events throughout 
the year 

Elder, who worked for Lincoln 
Park for 13 years, spent 11 of those 
working with the elderly. 

“I worked in the accounting 
department when I started with 
Lincoln Park, but the senior ser¬ 
vices coordinator took a medical 


leave, and I applied for the tempo¬ 
rary position,” she said. “Later, 
when the director did not return to 
work, the city posted the full-time 
position, and I thought, ‘Someone 
is going to get my job.’ But it all 
worked out” 

In Lincoln Park, Elder was in 
charge of the senior services 
building and the adjacent parks 
building for her last seven years 
with that city. She said there are 
some notable differences between 
her last and current positions. 

“They have such a wonderful 
facility here - you know there is 
going to be a great place to have 
large groups,” she said. “That 
makes it easier when you’re trying 
to plan events and implement pro¬ 
grams. There’s also a really won¬ 
derful transportation program 
here.” 

The transportation program 


takes seniors to doctor’s appoint¬ 
ments, to the pharmacy, and on 
weekly grocery shopping trips. 

Elder says her affinity for 
senior citizens began when she 
was growing up. 

“I spent a lot of time with the 
older members of my family when 
I was growing up, and I under¬ 
stood their needs,” she said. “I 
always liked listening to their sto¬ 
ries. I liked seniors as people, and 
(helping seniors) it was the right 
thing for me.” 

Mayor Alan Lambert, who 
appointed Elder, said she brings 
expertise in both senior programs 
and facilities management to the 
city. 

“She has a lot of experience, 
and I think that’s important,” he 
said. “She had a lot of years in 
Lincoln Park, and was recom¬ 
mended to us by our outgoing

seniors director, Linda Norman. 
We pleased to have her on board.” 

Elder has spent much of the 
last few weeks acclimating herself 
to the city and her surroundings. 

“I’m still familiarizing myself 
with everything,” she said. “It’s a 
nice place to work.”

great deal.” 

Proposal 5 is a statewide bal¬ 
lot initiative that would guaran¬ 
tee a minimal funding increase 
each year for schools. 
Supporters of the proposal said 
the new law would prevent dis¬ 
trict funding from stagnating 
while other costs continue to 
rise. The proposal would 
require that a funding increase 
equal as much as the rate of 
inflation. 

Weiss said school officials 
have not completed a revenue- 
cost analysis of how much 
money would be allocated for 
classroom use, but said the 
amount could be “significant” 

The schools have faced a dif¬ 


ficult road during the past sev¬ 
eral years. 

The last $175-per student 
funding increase - the first 
increase the district had in two 
years - barely covered rising 
utility costs and healthcare 
costs for employees. Board 
members this year approved a 
budget reduction plan that 
included the layoff of at least 47 
teachers, nurses, technology 
employees, paraprofessionals 
and support personnel. That 
move saved about $3 millioa 

Only a handful of those 
employees have been called 
back because of attritioa 

The district also offered 
early buyouts to district employ¬ 
ees in 2005 to avoid layoffs. 

To generate more funds, a 
limited “Schools of Choice” 
program that generated 
$300,000 this year was imple-. 


mented. The program allows 
out-of-district enrollment at 
Halecreek and Merriman ele¬ 
mentary schools. 

Proposal 5 has come under 
fire because much of the tax¬ 
payer dollars that would be 
generated through the proposal 
would be used to cover rising 
pension and healthcare costs 
for teachers and other school 
employees. 

Weiss said the district can 
maintain its education pro¬ 
grams without the tax dollars. 
However, he said he hopes vot¬ 
ers understand the district 
needs in regards to funding. 

“There’s no doubt about it; it 
would help us,” he said. “We’re 
not banking on (proposal 
approval), but we hope it is 
approved.” 

Proposal 5 will be on the 
Nov. 7 ballot 


break ground next year,” 
Lambert said. “We’ll have a 
design for the building, and 
Councilman (William) 

Wadsworth has collected about 
$90,000 in cash and another 
$40,000 in donated services. We 
have a piece of land.” 

Construction on the new ani¬ 
mal shelter - which would 
replace the current one on 


Goddard Road - will not begin 
this year because of the weather 
and also because more time is 
needed to come up with a feasi¬ 
ble design. 

Wadsworth, who was unavail¬ 
able for comment Tuesday, began 
raising money to build a new 
shelter three years ago. His goal 
for the fundraising effort is 
$250,000 in cash and in-kind ser¬ 


vices. That figure is based on an 
earlier estimate of how much it 
would cost to replace the current 
facility. 

The new shelter will be con¬ 
structed on a vacant parcel of 
land owned by the city near 
Wayne Road. 

The city takes about 1,200 
stray and lost animals to the shel¬

Our vote on proposals 

Voters in the State of Michigan will have a chance this year to 
weigh in on several proposals that will have a significant impact on 
their quality of life. 

Some are spending initiatives, others cultural and one, well, we’re 
just not sure why it’s on the ballot in the first place. Here’s a sugges¬ 
tion on how to vote on these important—or not so important—issues. 

Proposal 1 would ensure that money held in conservation and 
recreation funds can only be used for their intended purposes. It 
would amend the Michigan constitution. It sounds like a no-brainer 
and a good idea, but it’s actually one of those well-meaning pieces of 
legislation that voters should turn down. It probably originated in the 
current state climate of raiding every non-essential fund to balance 
the budget We think our natural resources should be protected, but 
this is not the best way to do it Vote No on Proposal 1. 

Proposal 2 would amend the state constitution to ban affirmative 
action programs. Affirmative Action is an idea that is probably past its 
time. We know, sadly, that discrimination still exists but this is one of 
those cases where protecting the rights of one group infringes on the 
rights of another We think voters should approve this proposal. 

Proposal 3 would establish a hunting season for mourning doves. Is 
this really necessary? No. We have better things to worry about than 
blasting little creatures out of existence. This is one of those things 
that we find ourselves shaking our collective heads at 

Proposal 4 would amend the Michigan constitution from taking pri¬ 
vate property by eminent domain for purposes like economic develop¬ 
ment and the eradication of blight On the surface, this proposal 
sounds like a good idea, too, and it will probably be approved by a 
wide margia It’s unnecessary, though, and it will hinder officials in 
local municipalities from improving their communities—making it 
more expensive to do so. They would have a higher standard of proof 
and they will have to pay at least—that’s a critical point there— 125 
percent of the market value of a home. It will essentially reward a 
property owner for neglecting their property, at the expense of their 
neighbors. Vote no on Proposal 4

Surprisingly, the announcement that Judge Gail McKnight would 
retire at the end of her term didn’t bring out the usual crowd of candi¬ 
dates to succeed her 

The two who did file petitions, Jennifer Thor and Sandra Cicdrelli, 
the current mayor of Westland, are both qualified for the spot in their 
own way. 

Cicirelli was a practicing attorney before she took the top spot in 
the city in 2001. Thor has been in practice since 1995, overseeing a 
variety of cases. 

Cicirelli is the stronger candidate here for a number of reasons. 
She has more experience in legal matters and a stronger connection 
with the community. She’s served the community well, both on the city 
council and as mayor and we think she’s earned the right to serve in 
this capacity, too. 

An argument could be made that, since Thor is currently practicing 
law and Cicirelli is not, that she is closer to the legal profession and 
would therefore make an easier transition to the bench. We don’t think 
that’s the case, though. Cicirelli has kept up on current issues, main¬ 
tains a solid relationship with both sitting judges and will make the 
leap without missing a step. 

Her connection with the community will serve her well in the new 
role, too. She’s very familiar with the issues facing Westland, as well as

Judge criticizes new charter 

To the editor; 

(This is a copy of a letter to the Citizens of Inkster) 

At the outset, I wish to thank you again for your 
continued support and for trusting me to preside 
over your court. However, my purpose in writing is to 
urge you to read the proposed Inkster City Charter 
for yourself and vote no. 

The proposed charter would basically change the 
form of government in Inkster and undermine the 
current system of checks and balances. Fbr example, 
the proposed Charter gives the current mayor and 
all future mayors both the legislative power to vote 
and the executive power to veto. Neither the U.S. 
President, Michigan governor, nor the mayor of 
Detroit has both powers. We all learned in govern¬ 


ment and civics classes that the rationale for the sep¬ 
aration of powers in federal, state and until now city 
government is to ensure checks and balances. 

The proposed Charter also strips authority from 
the city manager (who presently serves at the plea¬ 
sure of the mayor and council) to the point that the 
position would become pointless. In other words, 
under the Charter, the city would continue to pay a 
city manager who would have little to no authority, 
add a separate budget to used at the mayor’s “discre¬ 
tion” and add a new bureau with paid staff although 
taxpayers were just asked to approve a tax increase. 

Moreover, in addition to adding two new budgets, 
if the Charter passes, the business of the city, deci-

Proposal 5 is another ballot 
issue that will probably receive a 
lot of support It would establish 
a mandatory funding level for k- 
16 education by increasing the 
existing funding by $565 million 
and then providing a guaranteed 
annual increase at the rate of 
inflation. This would be nice for 
the school systems, admittedly, 
but disastrous for everyone else, 
since it also requires that any 
deficiencies will be made up by 
the state general fund. Voters 
should turn this proposal down, 
too. It’s not good government to 
guarantee additional funding at a 
time when there’s no guarantee 
the revenue will be there. 

These proposals have the 
potential to have a dramatic 
effect on the State of Michigan. 
Voters would do well to ponder 
them heavily and to turn out in 
force on Nov. 7.

85 to 90 percent of all chemical waste is dis¬ 
posed of in this manner in the United 
States today.

Ifs true, though, that the story revolves around two up-and-coming rival magi¬ 
cians in London at the tum-of-the-century. There is a great cast too, but the magic 
behind the camera with the direction of Christopher Nolan, who co- 
the screenplay with his brother, Jonathan. 

The two combined for the acclaimed Memento (a must see) before 
Christopher Nolan went solo and directed Insomnia and Batman 
Begins—also great movies. 

The Nolans’ Prestige is truly a gift to audiences. The brothers 
deliver a puzzle box that moviegoers must piece together as the 
suspense heightens and the thriller unfolds. Keep in mind the 
movie tag line that is echoed throughout by one of the magicians: 
Are you watching closely? He’s not just talking to the extras on 
screen but those in the theater as well. 

It’s not difficult (but not too easy, either) to figure some things out

The story begins with two young magicians set on the same path for 
greatness in a time when magicians were hallowed as the biggest of 
celebrities. Hugh Jackman plays Robert Angiers, a flashy entertainer 
with incredible stage presence. He is quite the opposite of Alfred 
Borden (Christian Bale), a rough-edged purist who lacks the sophisti¬ 
cation to showcase his more brilliant magical ideas. 

The two start out as friends and partners, with the help of gadget cre¬ 
ator Cutter (Michael Caine). Once their biggest trick goes terribly wrong and 
leads to the death of Angiers’ wife, Julia (Piper Perabo)—a tragedy Angiers 
blames Borden for—the two become bitter rivals in a quest for supremacy in the 
trade. Each is intent on besting the other and when they’re not trying to steal each 
other’s secrets, they are bent on sabotaging one another’s show. 

Jealousy and deceit grows into obsession when Angiers swears to discover the 
secret of Borden’s new trick. The Transported Man—where he disappears through 
a door at one end of the stage and instantaneously reappears through a door at 
the other 

In his search for answers, Angiers’ sends his mistress Olivia (Scarlett 
Johansson) to Borden as a spy. The plan backfires when Olivia falls in love with 
Borden. Angiers delves deeper into the mystery of The Transported Man with a 
ferocious intensity. His search lands him at the doorstep of Nikola Tesla—prob¬ 
ably the truest magician of all— played by David Bowie who utilizes the new 
fantastical power of electricity to make a transportation machine. Tesla’s own 
bitter rivalry with Thomas Edison creepily mirrors that of Angiers and Bordea 

“Have you considered the consequences?” Tesla asks Angiers. It’s a warning 
Angiers fails to heed as his obsession gets the best of him. 

The storyline bounces back and forth between the past and present as 
Borden is on trial for Angiers’ murder The truth is slowly exposed as the mur¬ 
derous rivalry comes to an end, leaving only one great magician on stage to take 
a bow. 

Bale and Jackman are brilliant as the obsessed magicians, taking their acting 
to an entirely new level. 

The Prestige is smart and thought provoking—a rarity in modem films—with 
great acting, writing and direction that will keep audiences guessing the entire 
way through and beyond. Watching the story unfurl is like watching a masterful 
trick unfold with wide-eyed watchers wondering how did he do that? 

However, there’s’ no sleight-of-hand here. It’s just a good movie. The Prestige 
proves that there is still a little magic left in Hollywood.

Fluids from the Community Development Block 
Grant (CDBG) program could help pay for a new teen 
center in the Belleville area 

The Rev. Sarah Anderson from POWER (Prayer 
Outreach Worship Education Restoration) Centre 
Church International approached officials in.Van 
Buren Township about the possibility. 

“We want to have a teen drop-in center at the 
church to service the Van Buren Public School 
District teens, particularly the South Middle School 
students,” she said. “In essence, the Boys and Girls 
Club and other places and groups like that, teens 
don’t have a lot of places to go around here where 
they can hang-out in a safe, supervised environment 
Ours would give them the opportunity to have fun.” 

The proposed teen center—located on Sumpter 
Road at the church—would be open from 3-6:30 p.m. 
Monday through Fridays. It would provide recre¬ 
ational activities, games and a place for homework 
during the after-school hours, according to 
Anderson. 

“We’re right within walking distance of South 


Middle School so this is another opportunity for 
youth in the community,” she said. 

The township anticipates about $132,000 in CDBG 
funds for the 2006-2007 fiscal year. Past projects 
included installation of American Disabilities Act 
(ADA) compliant designs, fire equipment, senior pro¬ 
grams and building demolitions. 

About $16,000, which could be funded through the 
grant, would cover about a half a year of teen center 
operations, Anderson said. 

Belleville expects to receive about $57,000 from the 
federal program for the 2007-2008 fiscal year, accord¬ 
ing to City Manager Steve Walters. 

“We’re expecting it to be the same as last year’s and 
restricted like last year, too,” he said. 

Funds could go toward the 
September Days Senior Center, 

^Senior chore services and senior 
transportation. Officials would also 
like other community suggestions, 
aswelL 

A public hearing for the town¬ 
ship allocation will take place at 7 
p.m. on Nov. 15 for further public 
input and board of trustee approval.

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Canton beats Wayne, wins division

The Canton Lady Chiefs won 
their tenth straight game on the 
hardwood and wrapped up the 
Western division with a 48-29 
home victory against Wayne’s 
Lady Zebras on Thursday. 

Canton was without starting 
senior point guard Becci 
Houdek—arguably the team’s 
best player—but still managed to 
move the ball around pretty good. 

“It took a little while to get 
warmed up,” said Canton Coach 
Brian Samulski. ‘We had.to play 
a little different but it worked out 
fine. I thought that other kids 
stepped up and Del (Lauren 
Delapaz) handled it, Ja’nee 
(Morton) handled the ball and 
(Leslie) Weisz handled the ball. I 
thought Kaylie (Martin) had two 
huge jumpers in that first quar¬ 
ter. She got us rolling when we 
were struggling a little bit” 

Wayne took an early lead and 
held on to it until Canton’s 
Baylee Hollowell knocked down 
a shot, giving the Lady Chiefs 
their first lead of the night, 7-6, 
with 2:47 left in the quarter. 
Hollowell’s shot was part of a 13- 
2 spree that set Canton up with a 
15-8 lead at the end of the frame. 

Defense got the job done, too. 
The Lady Chiefs held Wayne’s 
top shooter, junior Trenia 
Barbee, to just four points in the 
contest—all were scored in the 


first eight minutes. 

“You always want to know 
where (Barbee) is at,” Samulski 
said. “She has the athletic ability 
and can do some things. We tried 
to keep her in front and take 
hard shots and let the rest of the 
team block out and get it and go.” 

Canton finished the half with 
a 25-13 advantage and doubled 
Wayne’s points, 36-18, at the end 
of the third. They outscored the 
Lady Zebras, 12-11, in the final 
session. Morton led all scorers 
with 19 points. Hollowell added 
10 . 

“Canton is an unbelievable 
team,” said Wayne Coach Kelly 
Kaminski, the team’s third new 
coach in as many years. “They’re 
well coached and well disci¬ 
plined but I was real proud of my 
kids. 

“Each time we play teams in 
our league we’re getting a little 
bit better,” she added. “My kids 
are improving, their confidence 
is improving, they’re taking the 
ball inside, they’re willing to 
drive and they’re shooting the 
ball. I thought our defense was a 
lot better, too. The first half was 
good they came out fired up for 
the game. So I’m proud of them; 
they did what they could tonight” 

Wayne sank to 1-14 overall and 
are 0-8 in the division. 

“It’s a struggle only winning 
one game but all 13 girls are still 
on the team,” Kaminski said. 
“They’re a great team and I love 


being with them and I’m fortu¬ 
nate for that We’re trying to build 
a program; they’ve had a new 
coach every year so we’re start¬ 
ing from scratch.” 

Both teams have two games 
left before the Western Lakes 
Conference Tbumament starts. 

“The first thing we wanted to 
do was to win the division and 
the kids took care of that,” 
Samulski said. “We weren’t sure 
if we were going to get it done by 
today or if we would have to wait 
and see next week. But the fact 
the kids worked hard and all the 
credit goes to them; they got it 
done early. So now you can go in 
and play and have fun without a 
championship on your shoul¬ 
ders; you just relax and play 
ball.” 

Canton beat host Walled Lake 
Western, 49-39, on Tuesday. 

Morton led the team with 21 
points and 12 rebounds. 
Hollowell added 20 points with 
14 rebounds. 

“After an up tempo first quar¬ 
ter the kids settled in and played 
a great second and third quarter,” 
Samulski said. “The entire Team 
showed a lot of heart and deter- 
mination; (Western) is a hard 
place to win.” 

Canton finishes division play 
at home against Northville at 7 
p.m. Thursday. Wayne hosts 
Walled Lake Western at 7 p.m. for 
senior night. The conference 
playoffs start on Halloweea

Sauteed Shrimp 
with Barcardi Orange Honey 
Mustard Sauce Sauce 
6 ounces frozen orange juice 
concentrate 

2 teaspoons Chipolte en adobo 
sauce or ancho chile pepper 

% cup Bacardi orange rum 
4 Tablespoons honey 

3 Tablespoons Dijon mustard 

1- 2 cloves garlic, minced 

1/3 cup fresh cilantro, chopped 
Juice of 1 whole lime 
Vz teaspoon salt 
2 tablespoons vegetable oil 
Fresh ground black pepper 
Place all ingredients in a blender 
and mix until very smooth. Set 
aside. 

Shrimp 

1 clove garlic, minced 

2- 3 Tablespoons vegetable oil

in the oil. Add 1/3 of the shrimp 
and Va of the Barardi Orange 
Honey Mustard Sauce and saute 
until just cooked, about 2-3 min¬ 
utes.
